intertcred with. If our cilizsas undertake 
to carry them to any of these parties they 
will bo abandoned to the ponaliftjs whioli the 
laws of war anthori/c." And, ;«;^atn, the 
same idea i.s repeal e.l by .Mr.Wobstcrjin l3*-2, 
TThen wiiting to .Mr. Thninii?or,, he .-nyi, 
■It is not the praotioo of nations to undertake 
fo piohibit their own subjects from traflioing 
in arliok!8.oonlrabnnd of war. Snob trade is 
0ariied ig at thq:»&k of those engaged in it, 
un4eXihSyabililieS*aod penalties prescribed 
by the law of nations or particular treaties." 
Alld farther," that if .Vmcrican nierchanli^, in 
the way of comuieroe, had .sold uuiiiilions of 
war to Te.MU-:, the Oovecinnenl ol the 
Uuited Status, neveriheles.'i, were not bound 
to prevent il, and conid not have prevented 
it, .without a manifest departure from tho 
principies of ueutrulity.'^ The views of 
American statesmen just given are in accord- 
ance with the decisions and writings of their 
Irtosl eminent jurists, and agree with sound 
prinoiples ol ihiernatioiuil law. Under tliom 
uo helligcreiit could liiid fault with liritain, 
as n neutral powev, for permitting the lif.ing- 
out and sale of an armed vessel to an oppos- 
ing belligerent. It would bo a commercial 
trniisaction, perfectly allowable and perfectly 
fair. Great lirilain and France having once 
recognized llie Soiilh as belli{j;erents. could 
miilce iin dislinctinn bclwueii ihzm mid llie 
United .-^talps. Knijland, howovor, hiis a 
municipal law, known as the Foreign Knli.it- 
meiit Act, which forbids tho eqwipineut in 
British territory of vessels of war for belli- 
gerents with whom she is at peace. Any 
right the American (ioveriiment might have 
to complain nuiHt, tlnrcrort', bo under this 
law, and not under tho l:nv of ULitions. And 
ov»n thi.-5 coraphiinl coulil only assume the 
form of an appeal to Miiglaiid, as a friendly 
state, to onloico licr own statute, according to 
her own principles of Judicial administration 
—a duty which every Government is 
morally bonnd lo perform, thoueh responsible 
only to its own Kutijocts for the neglect to do 
80. But, in ii.~lcin;_f the liiilish Government 
to interpo.so and p\it tlus law in motion, as 
Mr. Adani.i uiidonbtediv (lid in tho case ot" 
the Alabama, the applicalion should be 
(onndcd) asthoSolicitor-Genoral remarks, *'ou 
ovidence, and not on suspicion ; on fact, and 
•not on presumption ; on conclusive testimony, 
and not on the mere accusation.s of a foreign 
Blinister or hin agents. The Act must bo 
not only interprcteil, Inil e.vecuU'd accurdiiiy^ 
to law. It can be put in oiioraliuii only upon 
iuch evidence ns our . Qoverntncnt would 
deem suiricicnt against any ono." This evi- 
dence, in the case of the.prolo Qnd Alabamn, 
the samo gentleman contends, was not fur- 
■ished tho Government. According to him, 
Mr. Adams informed Earl Rnssel, on ihe 
23J of .Tune last year, of tlio building ol tho 
latter ve.sscl for the l.'nilod Slate.-J. A 
Commission of tho Customs was ordered 
to iDcpiirc ii'to Ihe casot who re> 
ported, that although it was 'evident she 
was built for some foreign government for 
' w'a'rliko^tiriJose?, ' yet tlieV wbre unable to 
find out her desiination. The Government, 
having no evidence to prove a broach of tho 
Act, communicated on the -Ith of duly 
the fact to Mr. Adams, intinmliii(j they would 
bo willing to hear from him. That goiitlenian 
should have immediately sent in bis prcofy 
IbaV'lnslead of that sent in nothing for two 
weoks, and did not complete his ovidence 
till the 24th. The letter uanlaining tho de- 
positions did not roach the ('iovorninent till 
the 2Cth, which was Saturday. On Mondny 
it was submitted to tho law oflicors of the 
' Crbwo, ' as to ' whether or not it wouId.au 
thocize'-tbe detention of Ihe vessel. They
